Introduction 

The second session of the 1977 General Assembly will formally convene on 
May 31, 1978 at 12 noon. According to a resolution passed last session (Res 75, 

1977 SL), the short session will be limited to bills directly affecting the state 
budget for fiscal 1978-79, bills introduced in 1977, favorably acted upon in the 
house in which introduced, and not defeated in the other house 3; bills implementing 
the recommendations of study commissions directed to make final reports in the 1978 
session; and any other bill that is preceded by an authorizing resolution passed by 
a two-thirds majority in each house. 

The Daily Bulletin is normally published only when the legislature is in 
session. This year, because of the limited nature of the session, and the importance 
of the appropriations recommendations of the Governor and the Advisory Budget Com- 
mission (explained below), we are departing from that policy and publishing a summary 
of those recommendations.

Legislative Bulletin Services 
The Daily Bulletin is published by the Institute of Government and is dis- 


tributed to members and staff of the General Assembly, state and local governmental 
officials, and the news media in an attempt to assist them in understanding pending 
legislation and in following the progress of that legislation. This is one of the 
ways the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill attempts to serve the citizens 
and governmental officials of North Carolina. Other activities of the Institute 

of Government include the publication of a quarterly magazine, as well as manuals 
and bulletins for local and state governmental officials, the holding of courses 
and conferences for citizens and governmental officials, and consultations with 
governmental officials on specific problems. 

The Daily Bulletin is easy to use if one becomes familiar with it. Each 
regular issue contains, in order, summaries of House and Senate public bills intro- 
duced, summaries of House and Senate local bills introduced, summaries of amendments, 
committee substitutes, and conference reports adopted in the House and Senate, and 
on the white pages a list of all floor actions that took place on bills that day. 

The list of floor actions is reproduced from information entered in a computer based 
bill status and history system, which is maintained by the Institute of Government 
and the Legislative Services Office with the cooperation of the Office of State 
Management Systems of the Department of Administration. The list of actions contains 
symbols to indicate the bills that have been ratified or have failed and to show the 
dates of any earlier amendments to a bill. The Institute of Government also publishes 
a Weekly Summary.

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The Budget 

Last year the legislature estimated that $2.3 billion would be available 
for fiscal 1978-79 from the state's General Fund (generated by general tax revenues, 
fees and interest income, federal revenue sharing and anti-recession funds) and 
$444 million from the Highway Fund (generated by gas taxes, motor vehicle licenses 
and fees, and other miscellaneous income) and it appropriated those amounts for 
1978-79. Included in those appropriations were $33 million and $.8 million for 
capital projects. The current revenue estimates for 1978-79 are considerably 
higher than that, and deciding how to spend that money will be a major task of this 
legislature. 

In a similar short session in 1976, legislative committees prepared the 
recommendations for changing the 1976-77 budget. This year, the legislative leadership 
and the Governor decided that the Governor and the Advisory Budget Commission should 
prepare the initial recommendations on how to spend the unappropriated money. 
Yesterday, the Governor released those recommendations. The appropriations established 
in 1977 for the 1978-79 fiscal year are generally left alone with a few exceptions, 
which are noted in the listing below. Capital projects received a greater emphasis 
than in recent years, although a salary increase for teachers and state employees is 
the largest item in the recommendation. There are no major new programs in the 
recommendations. Most of the money not used for salary increases or capital funds 
is used to continue existing levels of service in existing programs or to fund previously 


authorized programs. Other major items include state payment of hospitalization 
insurance for retired stete employees and teachers, expanded programs for education 
of handicapped children, reduction of the community college and junior high student- 
teacher ratioS and funds for remedial education for students failing the high school 
competency test. 

The Governor and the Commission have estimated that the legislature has 
$278.9 million available to it for new expenditures. Almost all that money is in the 
General Fund ($262 million); it comes frcem several sources: $27 million comes from 

-a larger than expected credit balance at the beginning of fiscal 1977-78; $74 million 
comes from 1977-78 revenues that were larger than estimated, $80 million comes from 
unspent appropriations in 1977-78, and $81 million comes from a revised revenue 
estimate for 1978-79. 

In arriving at those figures, the Governor and Commission had to make 
certain assumptions about the 1978-79 economy. They have assumed (1) that inflation 
.will increase in early 1978 and will gradually decline from late 1978 into 1979 with 
short periods of higher inflation; (2) that the gross national product of the 
United States will grow 5.1% in 1977-78 and 3.9% in 1978-79; (3) that employment 
growth in the United States will increase slightly in 1977-78 and will slow down 
in 1978-79, with a gradual decline in the unemployment rate through 1979; (4) that 
short-term interest rates will peak in mid 1978 and decline thereafter, and long- 
term interest rates will peak in late 1978 and decline thereafter; (5) that the 
Congress will enact a $25 billion tax cut; and (6) that monetary policies of the 
Federal Reserve Board will remain moderate. 

The proposed appropriations call for an expenditure of $92 million in 
capital projects from the General Fund and $433,000 from the Highway Fund. The 
remainder is spent for current operations, which means they are likely to be 
recurring expenses. Listed below are highlights of the Governor's proposals 
(for both capital projects and current operations) by department. The figures 


are rounded, and not every item is listed. The listings below are only the items 
recommended for funding from the surplus; unless otherwise indicated, all appro- 
priations included in the 1978-79 budget passed last year are recommended for 

De acecc. All the items listed are from the state's General Fund, unless 
otherwise noted, and all the money is state money unless specifically designated 
as federal or local money. 
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Salary Increase: (1) $116.6 million to provide 6% raise for teachers and state 
employees (for faculty of UNC system and community colleges, money to be allocated 
according to rules of Board of Governors or Board of Education; (2) for judicial 
officials, sets salary scales as follows: Chief Justice, $48,000; associate justice, 
$47,000; Chief Judge, Court of Appeals, $45,500; Court of Appeals judge, $44,500; 
superior court judge, $39,500; chief district judge, $33,250; district judge, $32,000;- 
Administrative Officer of Courts, $42,0; Ass't Administrative Officer, $30,000; 
District Attorneys and Public Defenders, $36,750; average salary for ass't DA's 

and public defenders, $23,750; clerks of court with county population of under 10,000, 
$13,000; clerks with 10,000 to 19,999 county, $16,500; clerks with 20,000 to 49,999 
county, $19,500; clerks with 50,000 to 99,999 county, $22,500; clerks with 100,000 

to 199,999 county, $25,500; clerks with 200,000 or over county, $31,000. 

General Assembly: (1) $8.5 million for legislative office building in Raleigh with 
construction to begin early in fiscal 1979-80; (2) $27,000 for year round phone 
services for legislators in Legislative Building offices; (3) $99,000 to replace 
draperies. 

Judicial Department: (1) $60,000 to continue four computer systems staff positions 

now paid by LEAA funds; (2) $1.6 million to fund from state funds portion of juvenile 
probation program now funded with federal Title XX funds; (3) $850,000 for indigent 
defense counsel in cases involving capital punishment; (4) $200,000 for compensation 

of guardians ad litem in child abuse cases; (5) full funding of 7th step merit increase 
and longevity pay for clerical workers authorized in 1977-78. 

Governor: (1) $91,000 for two staff and one clerical position in human relations, 

and one general clerical position; (2) $49,000 to replace expiring grant funds for 
advisor in scientific or technological issues; (3) $5,000 to raise Governor's travel 
allowance to $10,000; (4) $25,000 for dues to Council of State Governments and 

Southern Center for International Studies. 

Lt. Governor: (1) $6,000 to increase travel allowance to $10,000. 

Administration: (1) $200,000 for health screening project for state employees in 
Raleigh, Durham, and Chapel Hill; (2) $158,000 to computerize state personnel records; 
(3) $99,000 to fund Central Applicant Referral System (in which applicant files an 
application and is eligible for a job in any dep't); (4) $237,000 to continue current 
level of service in physical plant repairs and maintenance, janitorial service and 
motor vehicle service, and $100,000 for increasedcosts of fuel oil; (5) $70,000 for 
four additional day care licensing inspectors; (6) $300,000 reserve to add to present 
reserve fund to continue current levels of matching funds for federal grants and marine 
science grants (present reserve fund for 1978-79 is $400,000); (7) $150,000 to begin 
N.C. High School for Science and Mathematics, with funds to be used, in part, to develop 
proposals to obtain $300,000 from gov't and private sources; (8) $500,000 to make 

state gov't buildings more energy efficient; (9) $80,000 to reroof Agriculture Building 
(to complete renovation authorized in 1976); (10) $50,000 to continue to remove 
architectural: barriergfor handicapped; (11) $150,000 for Blount Street Historic 
District in Raleigh, with renovated buildings to be used as offices. 

Agriculture: (1) $1.5 million to purchase 144 acre site adjacent to state fairgrounds 
in Raleigh; (2) improvements to animal disease diagnostic laboratories as follows: 
$380,000 at Rose Hill facility, $20,000 at Edenton facility, and $40,000 at Union 
County facility; (3) $288,000 for aflatoxin testing program to add four chemists 
positions and to add three mobile laboratories and additional supplies, travel, etc.; 

' (4) $86,000 to continue fire ant and Japanese beetle program begun in 1977; (5) $58,000 
as grant in aid to Lenoir County farmers market; (6) $200,000 to complete renovation of 
Dorton Arena at state fairgrounds in Raleigh. Reduction: (1) $30,000 to account more 


accurately for revenues from various fees. 
Auditor: (1) $44,000 for two additional auditors for operational audit division. 


Commerce: (1) $270,000 to add six staff positions in International Division; (2) 
$200,000 to add seven positions in Economic Development Division, with new staff 
to emphasize development in small communities; (3) $104,000 to add six positions 
in Industrial Commission, with new staff to assist in hearing Byssinosis (brown 
lung) workman's compensation claims. 
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Correction: (1) $17.5 million as a reserve for new prison construction; (2) $3 
million for extra maintenance for existing prisons; (3) $400,000 for food and 
supplies and $250,000 for medical care to continue present level of service; (4) 
$1.5 million for payment to local gov'ts who house prisoners sentenced to 180 days 
or less; (5) $183,000 for pre-release training center at Greenville; (6) $80,000 
to fund vocational training program at Morrison Youth Center (now funded by federal 
grant); (7) $137,000 for computer hardware costs (now funded by federal grant). 
Crime Control and Public Safety: (1) $89,000 to fund fully National Guard Pension 
Program; (2) $83,000 to replace roofs on armories at Belmont, Farmville and Lexing- 
ton, and to replace boilers at armories at Oxford and Roanoke Rapids; (3) $335,000 to 
provide 12 additional clerical positions for Alcohol Law Enforcement Division and to 
put division on normal automobile replacement schedule; (4) $57,500 to provide Highway 
Patrol with two additional telecommunications positions at New Bern Communications 
Center, and one additional position each at Wilmington, Fayetteville and Elizabethtown 
(from Highway Fund); (5) $100,000 for completion of renovation and improvement of seven 
uildings at Highway Patrol Training Facility in Raleigh (from Highway Fund). 
Cultural Resources: (1) $18,500 to Office of Folklife Programs to replace expiring 
Bicentennial Foundation funds for program director and support; (2) $50,600 to continue 
same level of services for archives and history administration support; (3) $21,600 to 
rovide for increased heating and utility costs at state historic sites; (4) $89,000 
for additional staff, as follows -- $34,000 for historic site manager and two building 
guides for Thomas Wolfe Memorial; $21,000 for one grounds maintenance person and one 
building guide at Zebulon B. Vance Birthplace; and $34,000 for three additional staff 
plus support at Duke Homestead; (5) $59,000 to Underwater Archaeology Program for two 
additional positions and for compliance with OSHA standards on diving and laboratory 
equipment; (6) $160,000 for grants-in-aid, as follows -- $25,000 each to Charlotte 
Symphony Orchestra, Charlotte Opera, North Carolina Dance Theatre and American Dance 
estival; $10,000 to Charlotte Regional Ballet; and $50,000 to Charlotte Nature 
useum; (7) $350,000 to public libraries to help restore services such as bookmobiles, 
nformation referral and preschool reading curtailed due to inflation. 
Public Instruction: (1) $6.4 million for expansion of special education programs for 
handicapped children in public schools (to be accompanied by $5.5 million in federal 
funds); $929,000 for similar program expansion for children in state institutions 
nd $300,000 as reserve for mobile classrooms if needed for handicapped children in 
rison system; (2) $2.6 million to reduce teacher pupil contacts in junior high from 
an average of 165 per day to 159; (3) $4.4 million for remedial education for students 
failing the competency tests mandated by 1977 General Assembly (additional funds, if 
aecessary can be transferred from other sources or, if necessary, special appropriation bill 
will be sought in January 1979); (4) $2.1 million to increase state's share of school 
energy costs to 30% and $460,000 to increase state's cost of maintenance supervisors' 
salaries to 40%; (5) $1.5 million to fund fully longevity pay plan; (6) $1.5 million 
to provide transportation for children who live less than 1.5 miles from school but 
face hazardous walking conditions; (7) $525,000 to increase per pupil allocation for 
supplies to $10.50; (8) $2 million to reduce student teacher ratio from 162/1 to 155/1

Retains in 
institution control over use of funds and income, subject to (1) audit by state 
auditor; (2) provisions of Executive Budget Act in capital projects (which requires 
approval by Advisory Budget Comm'n). Appropriates amounts on hand and future 
receipts in funds to institution and specifies that earnings are available for insti- 
tution's expenditures without further authorization from General Assembly. Specifies 
that funds or income from funds not to take place of state funds. Directs Board of 
Governors to adopt policy to regulate receipt and expenditure of funds, with 
appropriate delegations of authority to Chancellor authorized. Requires institution 
to report to State Budget Office on request. Defines institutional trust fund as (a) 
gifts to institution that are not presumed to be for or designated to endowment fund; 
(b) money from federal grants and contracts; (c) money from grants or contracts 

with other governmental or private sources; (d) money collected to support student 
extracurricular activities; (e) scholarship funds; (f) money from self-supporting 
auxiliary services (except for student auxiliary services); (g) money from fees for 
health care pursuant to “organized practice plan" or from contract between institution 
and hospital or health care provider. 

Special trust funds: Provides for retention by Chancellor of all control of special 
funds of individual institutions, subject to policies of Board of Governors. Defines 
special funds as money received from intercollegiate athletics and money held by 
institution as fiscal agent for students, organizations or staff. 

Student auxiliary enterprise funds: Provides that student auxiliary funds to be 
deposited with Treasurer, and fund to be invested by Treasurer, and income credited 
to fund. Provides that Chancellor to manage funds, and provides that custody and 
management of funds subject to Executive Budget Act and subject to audit by State 
Auditor. Defines student auxiliary enterprise funds as money received from self 
supporting student auxiliary services in housing, food and health and laundry.

The 1978, or second, sessicn of the 1977 General Assembly convened 
today at 12 noon. Under the terms of a resolution passed last session (Res. 75, 
1977 SL), the session will be limited to bills directly affecting the state 
budget for fiscal 1978-79; bills introduced in 1977, favorably acted upon in the 
house in which introduced, ard not defeated in the other house; bills implementing 
the recommendations of study commissions directed to make fiinal reports to the 1978 
session ; and any other bill that is preceded by an authorizing resolution passed by 
a two-thirds majority in each house. 

Because this is a continuation of the 1977 session, the numbering of 
bills, session laws, etc. begins where the legislature left off in June of 1977. 
As stated above, some bills introduced last session are eligibie for consideration 
this session. When we are summarizing actions taken on a bill introduced last year, 
it may be necessary to refer to the 1977 Daily Bulletins-If that is necessary, 
references to the 1977 Bulletins will be specifically idertified. Otherwise, all 
cross references to pages in the Bulletin will refer to 1978 Bulletins.

Introducer: Locklear Sent to Judiciary 3 


"To reenact and revise the laws relating to Indian tribes inadvertently 
repealed by the 1977 Sesston of the General Assembly." Adds GS 71-1 through 71- 
13 as title indicates. Adds GS 71-1 providing that persons residing in Robeson, 
Richmond, and Sampson counties who were known as Croatan Indians or Indians of 
Robeson County and their descendants are renamed Cherokee Indians of Robeson 
County. Enacts GS 71-2 providing that such Indians not given any powers, privileges, 
rights, immunities, limitations on power to contract that apply to Eastern Band 
of Cherokee Indians residing in Cherokee, Graham, Jackson, Swain, and Cherokee 
Indians not residing in Robeson County. Such Indians also exempt from GS 22-3 
which requires contracts with Cherokee Indians who don't speak, write or under- 
stand English for amount of $10 or more to be in writing and witnessed by two 
persons. Enacts GS 71-3 providing that Indians of Eastern Band of Cherokees 
may inherit, purchase, convey, etc. property in same manner as other N.C. citizens 
subject to federal regulations to contrary. Allows members of Eastern Band of 
Cherokees to hold elective or appointive office or position within tribe and to 
serve in manner and for term determined by majority of accredited membership of 
Eastern Band or by appointing officials. Adds GS 71-5, -6, -7, -8 describing 
membership in following tribes: Lumbee, Waccamaw Siouan, Haliwa, Coharie. Grants NC 
citizenship to tribe members. Adds GS 71-9 providing that subject to approval 
of Sec'y of Interior, Bureau of Indian Affairs, and US Fish and Wildlife Service, 
tribal council of Eastern Band of Cherokees to manage trout fishery on reservation 
including setting creel limits, size limits, and choice of bait; allows management 
to provide for fishing season beginning with statewide trout season and ending 
October 31. Adds GS 71-11 which provides that all trout transported from Cherokee 
Reservation must be accompanied by Official Cherokee Indian Reservation fishing 
permit and specifies contents of said permit. Adds GS 71-12 and -13, which 
provide that NC Wildlife Resources Comm'n have no jurisdiction over tribal

Names Dep’t of Human Resources as State 
Health Planning and Development Agency, empowered to fulfill state's P.L. 93-641 
responsibilities. Gives Dep't powers (1) to establish criteria for carrying out 
purposes of bill and to adopt rules pursuant to Administrative Procedure Act 
(GS Ch. 150A); (2) to adopt rules, consistent with N.C. law, as required by US 
gov't for federal health care facilities and planning grants; (3) develop 
standards for health care planning, inventory state health care facilities, 
and develop state health care facility plan; (4) implement criteria for project 
review; (5) have power to grant, deny, suspend or revoke certificate of need. 

Coverage: Provides that no "new institutional health services" or "health 
care facilities" may be undertaken without first obtaining certificate of need 
from Dep't. Certificate not required where estimated cost of projeat under 
$100,000, provided estimated cost certified to Dep't and Dep't notified within 
30 days after expenditure made if exceeded $100,000. Dep't may grant certificate 
for predevelopment expenditures only, including architectural designs, plans, 
working drawings, specifications, site acquisition and preliminary plans, studies 
and surveys. Requires prior written notice to Dep't at least 30 days before any 
person contracts to acquire diagnostic or therapeutic equipment valued more than 
$100,000 if equipment will not be owned by or located in health care facility (doe 
not include independent practitioner, partnership or professional medical corp.) 
Local health dep't under Art. 3, GS Ch. 130 which provides new institutional 
health service is covered by act. Certificate valid only for the scope, 
physical location and person specified in application. Certificate and project 
not transferable. Certificate issued for 12 months or lesser period if specified 
Dep't. Proponent of project must "incur a financial obligation in relation to 
the offering of a new institutional health service" (new GS 131-171(15)) within 





She 
effective period. Dep't may by regulation provide for renewal of certificate 
for up to six months, provided proponent makes good faith showing project will be 
completed within reasonable time and he will incur the financial obligation within 
renewal period. Dep't to adopt rules regarding requirement of certificate to effect 
change of ownership of facility. Any substantial change in ownership of facility 
subject to dep't approval. At minimum, any disposition of control of 50% or more 
of stock or voting rights of corp. operating facility subject to approval in 
accordance with procedures for applying for certificate. Dep't to adopt rules 
implementing criteria for review (set forth in bill). Provides 90 day limit for 
review project, beginning on day Dep't declares application "completed for 
review'' per adopted regulations. Appropriate "Health Systems Agency" (new GS 
131-171(12)) ("Agency") to review applications and submit comments to Dep't within 
60 days; comments may include recommended action and/or suggested modifications. 
Directs Agency to hold public hearings on matter; allows written comments or 
exhibits. Allows Dep't to issue certificate with or without conditions or reject 
application. Application deemed rejected if not acted on within 90 days, subject 
to limited exceptions (covered by regulation of Dep't). Allows extension of time 
for review for 60 days. Provides that proponents or "party" or "person aggrieved" 
under GS 150A-2 has rights of judicial review. If Dep't recommendation inconsistent 
with Agency's, Dep't to submit detailed written statement of reasons for inconsistency 
and Agency may appeal under Administrative Procedure Act. Based on adopted rules, 
Dep't may revoke certificate for failure to perform, according to conditions of 
certificate. Only "new institutional health services" found to be needed and granted 
certificate by Dep't shall be offered. No predevelopment expenditure over $100,000 
allowed without certificate, except as GS 131-173 provides otherwise. No formal 


commitment for financing, construction or acquisition regarding offering a "new 


institutional health service” permitted without certificate. 

Sanctions: Penalty for failure of facility to obtain required certificate 
withholding of US and state funds under Titles V, XVIII and XIX of Social Security 
Act for reimbursement of capital and operating expenses. License of facility 
failing to obtain required certificate may be revoked or suspended by Medical Care 
Comm'n or Comm'r for Health Services. On written notice containing reasons, Dep't 
may assess civil penalty up to $20,000 against any person knowingly offering or 
developing "new institutional health service" without certificate or in violation 
of its terms. If assessment not paid within 30 days or longer period up to 180 
days specified by Dep't, Dep't may bring civil action to recover assessment in 
superior court. No state agency or political subdivision may appropriate or grant 
funds to facility violating Article. Sec'y of Human Resources or any "person 
aggrieved" under GS 150A-2(b) may bring action for injunctive relief against facility 
offering "new institutional health service" without required certificate. 

Effective Date: Effective January 1, 1979. Act does not apply to 
(1) any project approved prior té Jan. 1, 1979 under Sec. 1122, P.L. 92-603 
program, if construction commenced before January 1, 1980; (2) any project applied 
for under Sec. 1122, P.L. 92-603 program between July 1, 1978 and January 1, 1980 
if application approved and construction commenced before January 1, 1980. Re- 
gulations under Act may be issued after Act's ratification, but not effective 
prior to January 1, 1979.

Introducer: Tison Sent to Finance 


"Authorizing the creatton of the North Carolina Industrial and Pollution 
Control Facilittes Finaneitng Authority and the tssuance thereby of revenue bonds 
to finance industrial and pollution control projects." Adds new GS. Ch. 159D,. as 
title indicates. 
Creation of Authority. Authorizes two or more counties to create industrial/ 
pollution control authority for assisting expansion of industry or for pollution 
control. County may join authority if governing body adopts resolution. Governing

body to appoint one comm'r of authority. Two or more comm'rs to file application 
with Sec'y of State. Bill sets forth contents of application. Sec'y of State 

to issue certificate of incorporation upon approval of application. Authority 
conclusively deemed established in absence of fraud in premises upon proof of 
issuance of certificate. Notice of issuance of certificate to be given proposed 
member counties by Sec'y of State. If comm'r hasn't signed application to Sec'y 
and does not notify Sec'y within 40 days, county deemed to have elected not to 

be member of authority. County may withdraw from authority, but contractual rights 
remain intact. Sets out procedures for voting, quorum, etc. Bonds issued by 
authority (revenue bonds) must be approved by governing body of county in which 
project is to be located. Allows authority to create executive committee if 
more than seven counties are members. Within 30 days of creation, authority to 
advise Dep't of Commerce and Local Government Comm'n of formation and to give 
list of comm'rs, officer, and describe project under consideration. Dep't and 
Comm'n to be notified of changes in comm'rs and officers and of new projects. 

Powers. Authority may issue revenue bonds for cost of industry or pollution 
projects, with interest determined by Local Gov't Comm'n. Bonds to mature within 
30 years from issuance. Bonds may be issued without obtaining consent of state, 
but project must first be approved by Sec'y of Dep't of Commerce; aithority to 
also notify Local Gov't Comm'n of filing. To give approval of industrial project, 
Sec'y to find that operator of project will pay weekly manufacturing wage above 
average weekly manufacturing wage paid in county or which is not less than 202 
above average weekly manufacturing wage paid in State and that project will not 
materially adversely affect environment. Pollution control project must have 
materially favorable impact on environment or diminish materially impact of 
pollution that would otherwise occur. For any project Sec'y must find that 
(1) jobs to be created or saved are commensurate with cost of project; (2) 
Operator can operate project; and (3) project will not cause abandonment of 
existing industrial facility. Sec'y to receive certificate from Dep't of Nat'l 
Resources and Community Development before making the finding that project 
will not materially adversely affect environment. If Sec'y finds that required 
salary not to be paid, he may approve project if governing body of county requests 
project and state officials state that unemployment in county is severe. Provides 
for publication, hearing, etc. if Sec'y issues certificate of approval. Certifi- 
cate to expire in one.year unless extended by Sec'y. Bonds must be approved by 
Local Gov't Comm'n and Sec'y of Dep't of Commerce to be notified of proposed bond 
issue. Sets forth conditions under which Comm'n to approve bond issue. 

Financing Agreements. Obligor to have option to purchase or be required to | 
purchase project upon expiration of financing agreement. Sets forth remedies for 
default by obligor. Bonds to be secured according to document between authority 
and bank, trust co., or NC resident. May pledge revenues ,proceeds from sale of 
project as security. Revenues of project to be in sinking fund which may be pled 
to payment of principal and interest on bonds having priority against all claims 
against authority. Depository of revenues may furnish indemnifying bonds or 
pledge securities required by authority. Authority may subordinate bonds or its 
rights to other securities or obligations. Money received by authority to be 
trust funds and may be temporarily invested and reinvested pending disbursement. 

Taxes. Authority is not to pay taxes on project. Interest on bonds is 
exempt from state income tax, but project subject to taxation as if no public 
body involved. 

Miscellaneous. Construction contracts handled by prospective operator. 
Officers, comm'rs or employee of authority must disclose interest in contract 
with authority. Interested person not to participate in authorization of contrac 
for authority. Fiduciaries may invest in bonds. Authority may provide for 
issuance of refunding bonds. Authority has no power of eminent domain. Allows 
dissolution when purposes for formation are fulfilled and obligations paid. 


Requires annual reports and provides that Article 9 of UCC applicable to trans- 
actions of authority.

Defines routine work as examinations, X-rays, fillings, nonsurgical 
extractions, and flouride treatments, Requires prior approval for routine work 
if done more than twice on same person in 12 month period; (3)lowers co-payment 
rate for medicaid program for medically needy for hospital outpatient services 
from $2 to $1 and lowers rate for dental services for medically and categorically 
needy from $3 to $2; (4) rewrites section on the exceptional children program 
generally to clarify the intended application of the funds appropriated and to 
allow the funds to be expended on exceptional children in the gifted and talented 
category in addition to those in the handicapped categories; (5) amends the sec= 
tion on N.C. Memorial Hospital appropriations to specify that the patient receipts 


which may be used for capital projects are those excess patient receipts collected 
above those budgeted.
